1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: None of the prior art references presently of record, 
alone or in combination, disclose, suggest or teach a process of 
making cellulose fibers from solutions of cellulose in an aqueous 
tertiary amine oxide including the aspects of wash baths 
connected to one another, fresh washing liquor is applied to the 
last wash bath and led in countercurrent with the transportation 
direction of the fleece and the pH value of each of the wash 
baths is maintained higher than 8.5 as set forth in independent 
claim 1.
